The Aspeet In Europe—Peace Virtually
Concluded,
From the Times,

The rable news which comes down to Thurs-
dny’s date is, in & measnre, conclumve us to the
Inet that the war in
virtually ended.

Short, sharp, and decisive as it was, it has
cort many lives, much treasure, brought about
gigantic results, and tinally falled 1o nccomplish
what it apparently promised. The same thing
happened in 1850, when Italy was to be freed
“from the Alps to the Adrintic,” but the vietors
stopped theiz onward march on the woest bank
ol the Mincio. Now Prussia stoos on the north
bunk of the river Main, and the nnity of Gor-
WANY remains ge much an

TRyer as ever betore,

bug this i the way that kings and princes
wige wiur, They bave, besides the genernl in
ferests of their conntry, dynastic interesis 1o
look nlter and care for, and these lntter nro
often opposed to the former.  Hence, by sudden
und violent turne in their coarse, they many
times disappoint the expeciations of their
weople. The peace between Prussis and Aus

116, now negotintmg and all bat coneluded nt
Prague, suves the dynasty of the Hapsbures and
enubles Francis Joseph to torn agatnst his own
people, who, during the last great misfortune of
e Emperor, were clamorcus  for political
liberty in excehanee for the sacrifices pskol ol
fthem. King Witliam apd his mimsier Bismark
arc too much wmbned with the Divine right
principle, thewr idess of government date to0
far buok in the lendsl nees, that they should
nol bhave feared the contagious example of
lberal institutions in Austrin, which certainly
would have vbeen geanted bad the Emporor been
driven anv turther o the wall, And o, the
opportunity oflering, they make peace, witu
thele preseribed work, for the realization of
which this war was wantonly provoked, by all
avallable means whetney fair or toal, but halt
accomplished, The dynastic influences of other
monarchs alko iutervened, of course, but our
asgsertion romuins true, lhn{tlm pofce s premn-
ture, that it is the work of dynastic interests,
und 18 not commensatate with the overwhelin
ing military successcs of the victors,

This is not the way in which the people carry
on war, when they have their Government 1o
their own hands, We Americans were detor-
mined to prevent the seceding States from estab-
hishing & sepurate Government, toreign to ns
between the Potomae and the Gull; we propos d
1o preserve and malntain the Unilon of the States
Inviolite, and the unity of the peoole nubroken.
We did it, We did not gtop in the work hali
way sud before we had achieved that for which
we went to war, We had no dynastic consile-
rations o mar our military successes and
diminish thelr results, bus only the interests of
ihe American people to protect, and ms these
could be protected only by the firm cohesion ol
all the Blates under one Government, no cronk
o, no. cowird priayers for “peace on the best
aftamable terms” could move the people from
their purpose. The work was sccomplished by
the people forthe people, and then we lnid down
our arms, and are now shaking hands with those
as frienas, who for four long vears had madly
opposed us. That is the people’s way of making
wir and peace,

However, lovking over the events and the
proeress of this short war from a military stand-
point, we tind muny points ol resemblance o
the lusl fuccesstnl strategy in our own war, The
P'russian operations extended from Coblentz on
the Rbine to Oderberg on the Gallician fron-
tier, a distance not quite us long as from Wheel-
ing to Cairo.  But just as our armies were ud-
vancing from North to South in two grand
columus, one¢ 1 Virginia and the other from
Kentucky und Tennessee, so the Prussians ad-
vanced ontwo principal objective points, Vienna
(which may stand for our Richmond), and
Frankfort (represented in our war by Nashville)
on the mver Maiy, equivalent, as a stratewien]
line, to the Cumberland, We do not wish to be
understood 1o mean thut this comparison 1s in
all things corvect.  Such parallels are seldom or
never pertect, but arve chuetly resorted to 1o give
aberter understundiag by comparing that w{;ich
18 less known with what Is thorouzbly known,
Following ouvt the parallel, and for this pur-
{»mm. we hiyve tnken in the west of Germany the
thine #s answering to our Mississippl,  Just as
our army advanced ou !{1|:l:u1mn‘|1. concentri-
cully from the James river, through the Shenap-
donh valley, ana from Washington, so did the
Prussinne march on Vienna trom Silesia aud the
northenst and north boundary of Bohemiu,
Had Pope at Bull Rnn won = greut o vietory as
King William did at Sadowa, it would have
ended the war probably then, for the line of the
Cumberland with the central position of Nash-
ville in our hands, eut off the west from the east
ol the Boutuern Stales us completely as the
whole line of the river Main, with Franklort as
its chiel point, under the countrol of the Prus-
siaps, paralyzed the Southern German States.
We pressed steadily onward, pushing the encmy
back further and further to the South; and so
the Prussians, coming {rom the North as we did,
have marched 1o the South, fghting for every
inch of ground, and never losing what they
once won.

In one thing, however, there can be no com-
parison. The Prussinns bave not lost a single
baitle; we have lost many, The Prossiane
ended the warin four weeks; we fought tor
four yeurs, But we finished our work; they
did not. There is never to be a similar war in
this country; the present peace in Germuny ls
but a truce—the questions out of which the war
grote are still unsolved, and other wars can only
decide them.
